Says No! 



Absolutely Impossible to Allow 
Allies to Escort Ministers 
From Pekin. 



Despatches as to Details of 
Sunday's Battle Described 
As Hearsay. 



A Rumor that Japanese and 
Russians Have Come In 
Collision. 



London, Aug. S.— (3:-15 u.in.)— "In case 
the troops advance, the Chinese must 
light. '-The suggestion that the allies 
should he allowed to enter Pekin, in or- 
der to escort the ministers to Tien Tain 
la absolutely impossible." This in the dic- 
tum of Li Hung Chung. It was trans- 
mitted Inst evening to William L'ritchard 
Morgan, member of parliament for Mer 
thyr, Tydvil, by hie agent at Shanghai 
The agent had carried to Earl LI a mes 
sage from Mr. Morgan urging that the 
allied troops be allowed to enter the cap 
Ital, and stating that a (settlement could 
be made at Tien Tain, whereby a war of 
the world against China will be averted, 
but even, the optimistic Li failed to hold 
out the slightest hope o£ its feasibility. 
Although he reiterated (o Mr. Morgan's 
agent bis declaration that the ministers 
had left Pekin, fixing the date of their 
departure as August 2, the agent make* 
this <:oimnent: "The consuls are with 
out confirmation." 

These messages have been sent to Lord 
Salisbury, accompanied by a statement 
by Mr. Morgan, urging that the allies 
should take no step to endanger the lives 
of the ministers. 

A message from the Belgian minister, 
dated Pekin, August 2, seems effectual- 
ly to dispose of the rumors that the min- 
isters have either left or are intending to 
leave Pekin. 

Tbu Chinese minister in London, Sir 
Chi Chen Lo Feng, says he has received 
a telegram from China announcing that a 
long imperial edict had been issued on 
August 2, authorizing the immediate and 
safe conveyance of all Europeans in l'e- 
kin ti> Tien Tsin. Several despatches 
are printed giving hearsay accounts of 
Sunday's battle. 

The Daily Mail correspondent at Ghee 
Foo, telegraphing Monday, says: "The 
lighting lusted seven hours, and the allies, 
when my report left, were pursuing the 
Chinese, but owing to the tloods, pro- 
press wuts didlcult. 

"Thus the Chinese will have time to re- 
form, and to recover from the effects of 
the battle. Only a small garrison with 
fourteen gtuis remains at Tien Tsin, 
where some anxiety is felt because of a 
report that five thousand Chinese are said 
to be moving two days' march to the 
southeast." . . 

All the reports agree in praising the 
bravery and organization of the Japan- 
ese. 

Li Ping ileng, according to the Shang- 
hai correspondent of the Standard, has 
been appointed generalissimo of the Chi- 
nese forces and left Pekin to command 
the troops outside the city. 

A Shanghai special says that official 
advices from Tokio announce that armed 
collisions have occurred between parties 
of lUwataus and Japanese outside Ttiku. 
This, however, as it comes by way of 
Shanghai, must await confirmation be- 
fore being credited. 

The Shanghai correspondent of the 
Daily Mail, confirming the massacre of 
missionaries at Chn Chow Fu, says that 
two American women were among the 
victims. 

The Sebnstopol correspondent of! the 
Daily (graphic asserts that the Russian 
government will send 125,000 additional 
troops from Odessa to the Ear East be- 
fore the end of the year. 

Berlin despatches say it is rumored that 
an agreement has been reached by Em- 
peror Nicholas and Emperor William, 
whereby the German troops will be per- 
mitted to proceed to China by the way of 
Siberia. 

The tov.i1 arsenal at Woolwich lias 
been ordered (o send 30,000,000 rounds of 
small ammunition to China. 

London. Aug. 7.— A special despatch 
from Shanghai dated to-day says: "It 
is reported that heavy lighting tool; 
place last Sunday east of Pei Tsnng, 
the allies losing -100, of whom 05 were 
British. The Japanese artillery did 
splendid service in the face of a galling 
Chinese cross-lire, under which they lost 
heavily. 

" The Chinese were forced to retreat, 
but saved their guns. Their rear guard 
was attacked and practically decimat- 
ed." 

Washington, Aug. 7.— The following 
telegram from Minister Conger was re- 
ceived to-night by the state department: 

"Tsin Nan Yamen, Aug. 7.— Still be- 
sieged. Situation more precarious. 

" Chinese government insisting upon 
our leaving Pekin, which would be cer- 
tain death. 

" Rifle firing upon us daily by imperial 
troops. 

" Have abundant courage, but little 
ammunition or provisions. Two progress- 
ive yamen ministers have been behead- 
ed. All connected with the legation of 
the United States nre well nt the pres- 
ent moment. (Signed) Conger." 

The information which came to-day 
that United States troops were engaged 
in the battle* nt Pei Tsnng established 
positively for the first time that, not- 
withstanding the difficulties which Gen. 
Chaffee had encountered in debarking 
troops and supplies, nt least a part— and 
a considerable part — of the United States 
force was in the forward movement. 
Gen. Chaffee's despatch to the 1 'war de- 
partment conveyed the most satisfac- 
tory evidence that the commanders had 
thoroughly agreed in advance upon a 
plini of action, and that there is every 
indication that this, plan had been fol- 
lowed, ns Gen. Chaffee on Friday sent 
trie cable saying the attack upon the 
Chinese at Pei Tsnng would be made on 
Sunday, the day when Admiral Remey 
and the press correspondents say the 
fighting occurred. 

The most positive addition to the news 



of the day was the brief line from the 
Associated Press correspondent nt Tien 
Tsin, stating that the 0th and 14th in- 
fantry, Reed's battery and the marines 
were in the battle at Tei Tsnng on Fri- 
day. It is perhaps noteworthy and sig- 
nificant that in the plan of attack upon 
the enemy at Pei Tsang, the British, 
United States ■ and Japanese forces 
joined in the movement to turn the 
enemy's Tight flunk, while the Russians 
and French operated together on the 
opposite side of the river against the 
enemy's left. This may indicate the 
line of cleavage among tlie allies. 

It is also exceedingly significant that 
Gen. Chaffee does not mention the Ger- 
man force nt all. The war department 
officials do not believe that this could 
have been due to an oversight on his 
part, if it was arranged that they were 
to participate in the movement. It 
therefore seems likely that the Germnns 
were not engaged at Pei Tsang. It is 
thought possible that they may be act- 
ing independently. 

Another cablegram came to the state 
department late this afternoon from Min- 
ister Conger at Pekin— the second that 
has been received from him since June 
12. It is the first which has come 
direct from the minister since the above 
date, the other having been received 
through the Chinese minister here. To- 
day's telegram shows that the situation 
in the Chinese capital is still of a very 
serious character. So important were 
the statements contained in the despatch 
that a conference ivas held by wire be- 
tween several of the officials here and 
the President at Canton, lasting for 
several hours. At itr, conclusion the 
cablegram was made public. 

Brussels. Aug. 7. — The minister of 
foreign affairs has received the follow- 
ing message from the Belgian minister 
at Pekin: 

" Pekin, Aug. 7.— We succeeded in 
defending our legation from June 4 to 
June 10 with the aid of eight Austrian

Imperial Parliament Practically Finishes 
Its Labors. 

London, Aug. 8.— The morning papers 
devote Jong editorials to a review of the 
session of parliament, which practically 
closes to-day. The Times, referring to 
it ns "marked from beginning to end 
with a moribund, barren character," 
says: "Few among keen observers of 
politics doubt that dissolution will follow 
prorogation within two or three months. 
The opposition throughout the session has 
been paralyzed by its numerical weakness 
and its divisions on vital issues. 

"We regret the curious inability of 
Lord Salisbury and Mr. Balfour to ap- 
preciate the drift of public opinion and 
the latter's irritability ns well ns the 
fatalistic tone that has permeated their 
speeches. With the exception -of Mr. 
Chamberlain, who, right or wrong, is al- 
ways clear, decided and courageous, few 
ministers have risen above the level of 
their chiefs." 



A GERMAN VIEW. 

Thinks Great Britain Stands Along Oit 
the Subject of Yang Tse 
Valley. 

Berlin, Aug. 7.— The foreign office ad- 
mits that serious differences have brok- 
en out between the powers with reference 
to the advance on Pekin, and to the- 
measures that are being- taken in the 
Yung Tse valley. Germany's opinion re- 
garding the steps Great Britain has tak- 
en in the Yang Tse region has been ex- 
pressed through the Cologne Gazette. 
The opinion is one of disapproval of steps 
already taken or contemplated inasmuch 
ns Germany, with a number of other 
powers, is as much interested as England 
in keeping the Yang Tse valley open for 
commerce.

Up to the present 58 marines have been 
killed and 70 wounded. The attack has 
•ceased since July 17. Provisions are 
almost exhausted. 

"We hope to be delivered next week. 
All the Belgians here are well." 

Shanghai. Aug. 7. — The Japanese con- 
sul here received by wire to-day a mess- 
age to the effect that the foreign minis- 
ters at Pekin were safe August 1, hut 
that they expected a renewal of the at- 
tack by the Chinese at any moment. It 
was added that only 25 cartridges each 
and six days' provisions were left. It 
■was also said that the Japanese secre- 
tary had died of his wounds.

A TALK ON 

ABORI CULTURE 



Sir Henri Joly on Planting of 
Trees and Their After 
Care, 



Owing to the intercut taken in the val- 
uable address 'given by Sir Henry Joly 
on Monday night before the Natural His- 
tory Society, the following synopsis of 
bin address is published: 

Speaking of the planting aud the after 
care of trees, Sir Henri Joly drew special 
attention to the importance of certain 
rulers to be observed both in planting uiul 
in pruning. 

In planting a tree, he considered that it 
was of the greatest importance to trim 
every root carefully, removing every torn 
and injured part. Itoots properly trim- 
med, with a sharp knife, so as to make u 
clean cut, will soon set out a regular ring 
of rootletd round the cut, between the 
wood and the hark, and these rootlets 
will begin in good time their work of 
conveying food to the tree, while no 
rootlets, or only a few useless ones will 
form slowly at the broken and torn cud 
of a rout. 

He bus often experimented on young 
treed, especially black walnuts, say up 
to els or seven years, generally younger, 
but in several cases older than that, be- 
fore replanting them. At first he used 
to work very hard to take tip as many 
roots and as long and with as big a bail 
of undisturbed earth as possible. Alter 
a time he found out that lie was more 
successful, and with much less trouble 
and expense, in not minding at all the 
ball of earth, in cutting the roots much 
nearer to the stem and in trimming the 
ends carefully. The moment one does 
not take up the entire length of the 
roots', which is not practical with tap 
root trees and trees of any size, the ques- 
tion is how much of the length of the 
root must be preserved to insure success- 
ful growth. lie tried repeatedly, re- 
ducing gradually the length of the roots, 
and was surprised to see how much short- 
ening they could stand. Of course, the 
tree must he staked until it has well 
taken, as the long roots, whose purpose 
is to anchor it (irmly to the ground, have 
been cut off. 

As for the after cure of the tree, and 
the pruning, which becomes necessary, 
especially when the tree grows in the 
open and not in the forest, he considered 
that when branches lind to he removed, 
they must be cut off quite close 10 the 
trunk, so as to give a chance tu the new 
bark to cover the wound as quickly lib 
possible. 

If for fear of making too large n 
wound, or from carelessness, and to 
avoid trouble, part of the branch is left 
sticking out on the tree, as we see in too 
many cases, the bark will never be able 
to cover and protect against the weather 
the stump so left, before it begins to de- 
cay. As Unit branch takes its origin in- 
side the tree, when it decays it will car- 
ry down, the decay to the very heart of 
the tree and kill it. 

He showed a series of photographs re- 
presenting close pruning and following 
through tiie successive stages of gradual 
healing, until the wound was quite cov- 
ered, and then cross-sections of the prun- 
ing showed the wood quite sound under- 
neath. Then came samples of bad prun- 
ing, .where stamps of branches were al- 
lowed to remain sticking out, exposed to 
the weather; the photographs showed 
clearly how these stumps had begun to 
decay, how the decay worked its way to 
the very heart of the tree, with its un- 
avoidable result— death. 



IN CHINA. 

New York Taper Publishes Despatch 
Claiming Victory For Allies. 

London, Aug. 7.— A special despatch 
of the Associated Press from Tien Tsin, 
dated Sunday, is the only press message, 
which has been got through from Tien 
Tsin since the battle of Pel Tsang. 

It is now fully confirmed that a fourth 
brigade of Indian troops has been or- 
dered to China. 

Parliamentary Secretary Broderick 
said in the House of Commons to-dny 
that Her Majesty's government had in- 
formed the Chinese government that 
the members will be held personally re- 
sponsible if the members of the foreign 
legations or other foreigners at Pekin 
should suffer injury. Her Majesty's 
government did not think any useful 
purpose would be served by furl her com- 
munications. 

Washington, Aug. .—The war depart- 
ment has received the following cable- 
gram from Gen. Chaffee: 

"Tien Tsin, Aug. '!. via Chee Foo, 
Aug. 7— Adjutant-Ceneral. Washington: 
The conference to-day decided on a 
battle on Sundnv. Chinese are en- 
trenched east and west through Poi 
Tsang. The left of the Chinese nre 
protected by Hooded ground, practically 
unassailable. 

"Japanese, English and American 
forces will attack the Chinese right, 
west of the river. In the Hank; thJ 
other forces, Itussinn nnd French, about 
4.000 strong, the opposite side between 
the river and railroad. The Chinese 
position is apparently strong. 

"An army, reported to number 30,000, 
is between Pel Tsang and Yang Tsun 
or at the crossing of the road at Pei Ho 
Yang Tsun is the objective. 

" Sixth cavalry is left nt Tien Tsin to 
guard the city and awaiting mounts. 

" Ministers were safe on July liS." 

Tien Tsin, Aug. 5, via Shanghai, Aug 
7.— This morning at' daylight 10,000 
allies attacked the Chinese at Pei 
Tsang nnd forced the enemy from the 
trenches. A heavy battle is still in pro- 
gress. 

New York, Aug. 7.— The World's cor- 
respondent. Frederick Palmer, cables 
the following from Chee Foo, mid it is 
printed under a copyright head in an 
early afternoon edition: 

" The Chinese works nt Pei Tsang 
have been captured by the nllies nnd 
tiie first battle on the way to Pekin 
won. 

" The foreign troops nre now in pos- 
session of Chinese trenches. 

" There was fierce lighting. A strong 
force of Americans participated. It 
consisted of the 98th and 14th regiments 
of infantry, Heilly's bettery and marines. 
They won a great victory. 

" The attack wns made nt daylight on 
Sunday. The Chinese occupied a strong 
position. They hnd deep trenches, 
heavy breastworks and loop-holed 
houses. 

"The nllies advanced in the face of a 
hot fire. For seven hours the Chinese 
made a most stubborn resistance. Then 
the foreign troops pushed the position, 
and the .Chinese were swept from the 
trenches. 

"The losses of th.e .allies were very 
heavy."

ment to prohibit entirely the emigration 
from Japan to Canada and aluo to the 
United States."

The action of the Japanese government 
in forbidding immigration to Canada and 
the United States is o surprise and is 
worthy of more than passing notice. We 
<lo not know what has Inspired this ac- 
tion, but surmise that It is due to a do- 
terminntion on the part of the Japanese 
.government to assort its dignity before 
the world. Japanese troops are now 
fighting side by side with our own and 
-those from the United States to save the 
■lives. t)f the foreign representatives in FiV 
kin, and while this is transpiring, there is 
•pronounced hostility in America to the 
influx of Japanese immigrants. The no- 
tion of the government in absolutely for- 
bidding immigration seems under the cir- 
cumstances to be one full of dignity. It 
Is the strongest possible protest that can 
he made against anti-Japanese legisla- 
tion. Evidently the Mikado's govern- 
ment has determined that its subjects 
shall not be discriminated against in any 
part of the world, and has therefore pro- 
hibited them from going to countries 
where such discrimination exists. This 
at least it> how the case looks at first 
sight, 



THE WAR. 



Harrismith has surrendered. There 
was-., a rime when this announcement 
would have been the cause of great re- 
joicing, but the resistonce of the Boers is 
so near a collapse that it will hardly call 
for comment. This town is on the rail- 
way that comes up from Ladysmith 
through Van Reenan's Pass, and its oc- 
cupation' by our troops will undoubtedly 
ho followed by the re-opening of this 
line for traffic. Harrismith is the prin- 
cipal town in the northeast of the Orange 
River Colony.' 

It was reported yesterday that Kruger 
wns anxious to surrender, and was only 
hesitating until he could ascertain the 
host terms that would bo granted, or, 
more correctly speaking, what the inten- 
tions of the British government are re- 
specting his future. Roberts will proba- 
hly insist that his surrender shall be un- 
conditional. 

A. mail story from South Africa repre- 
sents Lord Roberts as being much more 
seriously affected physically by his re- 
cent illness than was generally known. 
A few years ago he underwent a serious 
operation for fistula, and naturally 
enough many hours spent day after day 
in the saddle have not helped him any. 
It is even suggested that his illness wns 
not without effect upon his mental pow- 
ers, and that the prolonged inactivity of 
our forces in the Transvaal was due to 
li us inability to direct operations. There 
appears to have been considerable gossip 
in Pretoria at. oae time as to who would 
succeed him in chief command. No one 
need be surprised to learn that there is 
considerable truth in this, for Roberts is 
ji man who has seen sixty-seven birth- 
days, and his physique was never special- 
ly robust. He litis had a very hard cam- 
paign and the manner in which he has 
borne its hardships speaks volumes for 
his courage.

RAIL TO THE NORTH. 


Two sets of promoters are applying 
for charters for the construction of rail- 
ways in the northern part of the 
province, with the object of connecting 
with lines from points on Lynn Canal in 
the possession of the United States. In 
view of the settled policy of the Do- 
minion government to sanction no enter- 
prises of this nature pending the settle- 
ment of the Alaskan boundary question, 
and also in view of the determination of 
the people of Skagway and the cities on 
Puget Sound to throw every possible 
obstacle in the way of traffic between 
the Yukon and other parts of Canadn, 
it does not seem to bo wise policy for 
the British Columbia legislature to 
grant these charters. On the contrary, 
it seems as if the government of British 
Columbia, acting in harmony with that 
of the Dominion, should devise a plan 
whereby an all-Oanndian lino from a 
port on the British Columbia seaboard 
to the Yukon can be secured at the 
earliest possible day. For this reason 
we suggest that it would not be wise 
policy for the legislature to grant a 
charter to the promoters of the proposed 
railway from Kitimaat Arm to the 
Yukon, for it is not desirable that the 
provincial government, in approaching 
the solution of the question of northern 
transportation, should be hampered by 
the fact that any company has obtained 
vested rights along what will probably 
be found to be the best route available. 

Under the circumstances now existing 
personal considerations cannot bo al- 
lowed to prevail. The provincial gov- 
ernment owes it to itself and the prov- 
ince to approach this question with an 
absolutely free hand. It cannot afford 
in the public interest to allow itself to 
be hampered by the granting of any 
charters pending its decision upon a line 
of policy, which when once, entered upon 
must be carried through to the end with 
vigor and despatch. The proposed all- 
Canadian route is an undertaking of 
very considerable magnitude. More 
than a line from tide-water in British 
Columbia to the Yukon is involved in 
it. It will affect the development of 
the whole northern part of the province, 
n region abounding in resources and to 
open which in the best way to settlement 
and enterprise is an object well worth 
the most careful consideration of any 
public men in the country. 

For these reasons we believe that pub- 
lie opinion will fully sustain the govern- 
ment, if it declares its policy to be to 
suspend the granting of railway char- 
ters in Northern British Columbia until 
it has had time to mature its policy, 
after consultation with the Dominion 
government. 

THE ESQUIMALT CAR SERVICE. 

Reference is made elsewhere in to- 
day's paper to the inadequacy of the 
Esquimau car service. The patrons of 
the line do not feel any more keenly in 
regard to it than do the tramway people. 
The latter know that they are not giving 
such a service as the people using the 
line ought to have, and they are ready 
to remedy the defect; but they cannot 
do so because of the condition of Rock 
Bay bridge, that is, of the swing por- 
tion of the bridge. If this were pass- 
able for heavy cars, the company would 
at once put on a service that would 
meet with the fullest approval of the 
public. There are more reasons than 
one why larger cars ought to be pro- 
vided. The distance is quite long, and 
all persons travelling on the lino are not 
always just in that condition that it is 
desirable they should be when in the 
presence of Indies and children. We do 
not know how long the city council pro- 
poses to permit the necessary improve- 
ment to he blocked. Indeed, wo do not 
know if the council are really the parties 
to blame. But n remedy surely must 
exist somewhere, and we submit that it 
is time it was. discovered and applied. 

BILLY MASON. 

Senator Billy Mason has broken out 
again. Nothing will satisfy Billy but 
war. Ho is going to Washington to 
sound the loud alarum and kick up a bob- 
bery generally. For why? Why, because 
two Uaited States commissioners nnd one 
Canadian commissioner, in locating the 
boundary temporarily between Alaska 
and Canada, have not put it where Billy 
thinks it might to be. A peculiar thing 
about United States politics is the funny 
things it brings into prominence from time 
to time, By some inexplicable law, the 
most erratic and irresponsible samples of 
mankind are put in positions where they 
can make faces at the Universe in the 
sight of nil the world. The Honorable 
Billy is by no means sui generis. Almost 
every congress has a fellow like him, a 
chap who is ready to declare war on 
every imaginable provocation, and who 
travels around with a miscellaneous col- 
lection of tocsins, ultimatums and things 
of that description, concealed about his 
pei-son. He is a sort of political Jack-in- 
the-box. Uncover him and he springs in- 
to view with grimaces meant to be ter- 
rific, hut really only ludicrous. Fortun- 
ately no one in any corner of the world 
takes the Honorable Billy seriously, any- 
more than circus-goers accept as gospel 
all the things that the clown tells about 
his mother-inlaw. 



From time to time accounts have been 
received from China which show that 
the Russians are as great savages as 
the Chinese. One lady tells of atroci- 
ties, which recall tile stories of the 
ravages of the worst of the Barbarian 
tribes, which overthrow Rome. These 
terrible men killed women and children 
alike, and a favorite sport wns to toss 
children from one spear to another. The 
Russians have been doing the same 
thing, only in their case bnyonets are 
UBed instead of spears. Unfortunntely 
the responsibility for such barbarities 



wil! attach to the others of the allies in 
the mind of the Chinese people, and will 
serve as an excuse and incentive for 
greater atrocities than have yet been 
committed. It is all a melancholy 
spectacle, the most melancholy that the 
present generation has had to contem- 
plate. In the Indian mutiny, fiendish 
cruelty was confined to one side. 



A case was mentioned in the Colonist 
yesterday of a man who was charged ex- 
pressnge on gold dust from White Horse 
to Skagway, and he seemed to thing, he 
was treated unjustly because ho was'hot 
allowed to carry it as personal baggage. 
There must have been over n hundred 
pounds of dust in the lot. There is no 
ground for such n complaint. A trans- 
portation company has a right to protect 
itself. Many reasons can be giver, why 
such a company would not consent to 
transport dust and bullion except Tinder 
the direct supervision of its officers. 



The Times says that " the agitation 
for an all-Canadian route to Dawson 
ought not to be allowed to die out."

MT. BAKER 

MINING CAMPS 



Development Work Being Done 
on Properties on Chilli— 
wack River. 



A mining camp that is making rapid 
progress through the development 
stages to thi' rank of producer with a 
reputation that will eventually make 
some stir in mining on the Pacific Slope is 
that known as the Mount Baker camp. It 
is probably so called on account of be- 
ing in the general direction of the famous 
peak, but it is rather misleading to call 
is so, for the mines so far located are 
not on or near Mount Baker. The camp 
is some 25 or 30 miles from Chilliwack, 
up the Chilliwack river in a southwest- 
erly direction, and at present it is only ac- 
cessible by means of a trail none too easy 
across country and on pretty level 
ground, capable of having a good wagon 
road built at moderate cost on the route 
of the present trail. That wagon road is 
the great need of the camp at present, 
and the development work done has 
reached a stage that oflors fair guarantee 
that there is to be a permanent camp 
there. It has also been practically de- 
termined that the mines of the camp, so 
far as located, are almost all in British 
Columbia, and not south of the 49th par- 
allel, as at first thought. The opening 
of a wagon road to Mount Baker camp 
would have the effect of throwing open 
to advantageous settlement some very 
good farming laud at present not settled. 
The benefit to trade by such a road is ap- 
parent when it is considered that all sup- 
plies of produce, merchandise, and other 
necessaries are taken in from Chilliwack, 
no other route being practicable, and the 
only method of transportation being by 
pack-horse, the trail not being lit for any- 
thing else. Some 30 horses are at present 
engaged in taking food and other supplies 
in to the many miners who are working 
there. 

A few days ago Mr. Carlisle, who has 
charge of development on one of the 
groups of claims in the camp, brought out 
to Chilliwack samples of the ore now be- 
ing taken out, aifd a gentleman of un- 
impeachable veracity is authority for the 
statement that the naurtz .was literally 
studded with nupgets, many of them 
ranging in size from that of a grain of 
wheat to that of a bean. The samples 
brought out were easily worth !?1-,00U 
to ¥20,000 to the ton, and good leads have 
been found, so that the values are pretty 
well defined. Some ore is being packed 
out to Chilliwack and sent to the assay- 
era to determine the best method of treat- 
ing it, before there is any machinery 
sent in. It is, of course, a free milling 
proposition. Besides the company repre- 
sented by Mr. Carlisle, the B. A. C, is 
owner of a group of claims on which they 
have spent or are spending $40,000 in 
development work. Other claims and 
groups are being opeued up and by the 
end of this season it is confidently ex- 
pected that there wall be another prov- 
ed camp added to the list in this prov- 
ince. The building of a wagon road 
would make the camp a producer almost 
as soon as it is proved to be a good min- 
ing camp. Prices asked for properties in 
the camp are very substantial already, 
and it is said one property was bonded 
last week for $100,000, while the earlier 
bonds on some of tin? groups are said to 
have reached a quarter of a million dol- 
lars. 

At the present time the Dominion gov- 
ernment surveyor is in the country, mak- 
ing some preliminary surveys oi sections, 
and it is said that the result of his work, 
so far, together with the field notes tiled 
at Ottawa on the original delimitation of 
the boundary, has shown that the camp 
is nearly all on Canadian soil. At any 
rate there is no other way to get to it 
than by coining to Chilliwack and thence 
by the route of the present pack trail; so 
the ranchers of the Chilliwack portion of 
the Praser valley may look forward with 
reasonable assurance of realization to u 
market for their products in a good min- 
ing camp at. their own door. Such a camp 
would aid not a little in attracting atten- 
tion to the great possibilities of Coast 
mining.

The naval authorities, the residents of 
Victoria West, and, in fact, all those 
who patronize the Esquimau branch of 
the local street railway company, are 
much dissatisfied with the present entire- 
ly inadequate and unsatisfactory service 
on the line mentioned. 

Not that the street railway authorities 
are not putting forth every effort to five 
satisfaction— that is universally admit- 
ted—but larger and mure commodious 
cars are needed if proper accommodation 
is to 'be afforded for the rapidly-increas- 
ing patronage 011 that section of the com- 
pany's lines. 

Tile question naturally arises: "If the 
tramway company is, as stated, anxious 
to meet the wishes of its patrons,, why 
does it not put 011 larger cars'.'" The an- 
swer is very simple — it cannot do so until 
some necessary alterations and repair.! 
shall have been made by the city ou the 
Kock Bay and Point KUice bridges. 

The discomfort caused to the patrons 
of the street car service 011 the branch 
mentioned is the least serious feature of 
the situation. So great is the overcrowd- 
ing of the small cars now operated — par- 
ticularly 011 thoso days when general 
leave is granted to the men 011 the ships 
at Esquimau — that the tramway com- 
pany may consider it necessary iu the in- 
terests of their patrons, as well as their 
own, to cancel the arrangement now iu 
existence, which permits the navy men 
to ride to and fro from Esquimau at a 
single fare. 

This would prove a serious blow to the 
blue-juckets and others ot the navy, who 
enjoy the privilege mentioned at present; 
and "it U not at all likely that they would 
submit to it without vigorous protesta- 
tion. It is understood that steps will 
shortly be taken looking to the presenta- 
tion to the civic authorities of a petition 
praying that the bridges mentioned may 
be put in such condition as will permit 
the tramway company to at once inaugur- 
ate a more satisfactory service. 

Esqiiimalt is growing in population and 
importance every day, as is also Vic- 
toria West and adjacent districts served 
by the tramway company. Recognizing 
this fact, the railway company a short 
time ago made an adequate appropriation 
for the purchase of larger ears for the 
branch. These cars would accommodate 
about double the number which is hand- 
led by the smaller ones at present in 
use, and would, besides, contain smok- 
ing apartments— a feature which would 
be much appreciated by male patrons ou 
the long run. 

The chief difficulty which .seems to 
confront the civic authorities in so plac- 
ing the bridges in shape as to suit the 
wishes of the tramway company appar- 
ently lies entirely in dealing with the 
Kock Hay structure. In this bridge there 
is a swiiig, which, if it be allowed to re- 
main permanently, interferes to a very 
cousideruble extent with tne proper 
strengthening of the bridge -for the heavy- 
car service. The Taylor Mill Company, 
through their solicitors, Messrs. Fell & 
Gregory, have made numerous attempts 
—and thus far successful attempts— to 
secure the maintenance of the swing, 
claiming that federal authority for the 
same is granted them in order to ac- 
commodate their mill operations should 
occasion at any time demand. The work 
which is now "being done in the way of 
strengthening the new Point Ellice 
bridge will put that structure in a thor- 
oughly safe condition; and there will be 
nothing to prevent larger cars being op- 
erated over it almost immediately. It 
will thus be seen that almost the sole 
trouble lies with Rock Ray bridge. 

The patrons of the line who are at 
present so much inconvenienced are de- 
termined that a remedy must be found, 
so more will no doubt be speedily heard 
of tile matter.

| WITH STRATHCOXA'S HORSE. 

Letter From a Victorian Now at the 
Front in Africa. 

Mrs. Winkle, of James Ray, has re- 
! ceived the following letter from her son, 
Trooper Winkle, of No. 4 troop, "C" 
squadron, Strathcona's Horse; 

Dear Mother: I hope this will find you 
all well. I am glad to say it leaves me 
the same. We are back in Durban again. 
We have been ap through Zululand on 
a long march; have just got back. We 
are leaving this morning for Ladysmith 
to join Gen. Buller's forces. We have 
broken the record for marching; wo rode 
I IK) miles in three days in heavy mnrejh- 
! ing order. We have been all through 
i Natal, also we were disbanding rebels 
' and met with no resistance. 
• So far all the men are -well. Our 
■ horses are standing it pretty well. The 
scenery around here is beautiful. Com- 
ing down from the lower Tugela river 
we passed miles of sugar cane 12 to If) 
| feet high, bananas and oranges growing 
along the road hide. We were eating 
fruit all day till I can hardly look at 
bananas or oranges now. 

The regiment is all together again now, 
after being broken up for about a month. 
We are getting pretty used to hardtack 
and bullie beef. That is about all the 
rations we have issued to us. 
I All the boys are looking forward to 
some good square fighting up where we 
are going now. This is a grand country 
I up through Natal and Zulnland. It will 
grow anything. Wo arc having bennti- 
: fill weather just now. I like the oast 
1 coast very much, but have no use for the 
west coast at nil. We are at Glencoe 
Junction, .'!25 miles from Durban and 
SO miles from Ladysmith. We left Dur- 
ban last night at G o'clock, arrived in 
Ladysmith at 8 p.m., and we have seen 
things we will not forget in a hurry. We 
have seen most of the large battlefields 
and can easily understand now why Gen. 
Buiicr made "slow progress. We can 
hardly realize that they forced their way 
over those hills and through those pass- 
es. Looking at the forts and positions 
that the Boers held you would say it was 
a matter of utter impossibility to get. past 
them. The whole sides of the mountain 
wero entrenched and covered with breast- 
works. The whole country is the same 
for miles and miles. We expect to be in 
the lighting line in two days. I think 
that in all for the present. • •

The Lieutenant-Governor Gives 
His Assent to The Jurors' 
Bill, 



Telegram Announcing Stoppage 
of Japanese Immigration 
Read by Premier. 



The routine work yesterday nftornoon 
in the legislature was relieved by several 
little incidents that broke the monotony 
•and at times awakened a little Butter of 
interest amongst the spectators as well 
as on the floor ol the house. The old 
and the new Attorney-General crossed 
words again, the honors going once more 
to Hon. Mr. Eherts. That the govern- 
ment is not unaffected by the desire to 
have a short session appeared in their 
request, which was assented to, that Mr. 
McPhilHps withdraw his Mortgagees' 
Costs bill. That, whether the heaVens 
fall or not, the present session will not 
have been abortive is assured from the 
fact that His Honor the Lieutenant- 
Governor came down and by consenting 
to the Juror*' Amendment Act, made 
that n law: and lastly, after the ruling 
out of the Melnnes labor bill as interfer- 
ing with the prerogative of the. Crown, 
the labor resolution of Mr. Helmcken 
was taken up and debated for nearly an 
hour. Some ten or a dozen hills were 
also advanced a stage. 

After prayers by Rev. Mr. Rowo, the 
Premier presented the following tele- 
gram, which was rend and ordered to 
be printed* with the proceedings of the 
day: 

" Vancouver, B. C, Aug. 7. 1900. 
"Hon. Premier Dunsmuir, Victoria, B.C.: 

"Yesterday I received a cablegram 
from my government, to the effect that 
the local authorities were instructed on 
the 31st ultimo to prohibit entirely the 
emigration of Japanese from Japan to 
•Canada, and also to the United States. 
I hope you will announce this to the 
legislature. Will confirm hy mail. 

" CONSUL SHIMIZU." 

Chairman Pooley presented the third 
and fourth reports of the railway com- 
mittee. They approved of the- Vancou- 
ver, Northern & Yukon railway bill, and 
recommended the adoption of the plan 
of a model bill now" before the com- 
mittee which would facilitate and pro- 
duce a greater uniformity in legislation. 

An amendment to the Official Admin- 
istrators Act was introduced by the 
Attorney-General. It provides certain 
legal machinery for the putting of the 
main act into practice. The hill was 
read a first time. 

A bill nmending the Succession Duties 
!A'ct was introduced by the Attorney- 
General and received its first reading. 
After providing for certain references 
to the Supreme Court for the enforcing 
of the provisions of the act, changes in 
the rates of duties are set forth. These 
fix the duty on estates of over $25,000, 
passing to such immediate heirs as 
parents, grandpnrents and children and 
grandchildren to H/> per cent, up to 
$100,000, 2V 2 per ce'nt. up to .<20(),n00, 
and 5 per cent of estates exceeding 



$200,000 in value. The bill was given 
its first reading. 

Upon the resumption of the Evidence 
bill, on report of the committee. Mr. 
Martin persisted in Ins attempt of the 
previous day to insert his own, or rather 
Mr. Smith Curtis' amendments. The 
effort was made the occasion of a re- 
newal of his attack upon Hon. Mr. 
Eherts. He complained that that min- 
ister would not accept the suggestions, 
labored over as they had been, of the 
opposition. While claiming to be rea- 
sonable, he essayed to control the house 
by a brute majority, and imagined that 
his own sweet will should be supreme. 
Continuing, he repeated his arguments 
of the previous day about the section nt 
issue. 

Hon. Mr. Eherts expressed his sympa- 
thy for the raw feelings of the leader of 
the opposition because bis suggestion 
had not been adopted. Undoubtedly his 
alone could be the right ideas, but the 
present government preferred to act 
upon the suggestion of the Dominion 
government rather than follow Mr. Mar- 
tin's feet amid crude and experimental 
legislation. The present form of th» 
act met the needs of the province and 
afforded the protection required. 

Mr. Martin— Not in a single instance. 

Hon. Mr. Eherts— Well, you may con- 
tradict, but you simply do not know. 
You speak, too, of a brute majority, 
but what about the. session of 1S0O? 
What was it that the house witnessed 
then? Did the government accept a 
single suggestion of the then opposition? 
Not one. The ministers had not. even 
the courtesy to listen. They walked 
out. Amendments were flung back into 
the faces of the opposition. They would 
consider nothing, nor even listen. 

Mr. Martin— There is ifot a single fact 
for the foundation of that. 

Hon. Mr. Eherts— Well, those who 
were there know the farts. 

The motion was negatived on the fol- 
lowing division:

C. Smith. Oliver. Brown, Martin, Curtis. 
R. Smith— 0. 

Nays— Kidd. Netll, Mnnro, Green. 
Hall. McPhillips, Helmcken. Turner. 

Elli- 
son, Clifford, Fulton. Taylor, Prentice, 
Wells, McBride, Pooley, Murphy, Rog- 
ers, Hunter, Tatlow, Dickie, Mounce— 

The bill was read a third time and 
passed. 

Upon the consideration of the Com- 
panies Act In committee, certain amend- 
ments of Mr. McPhillips' were accepted 
and the committee rose to sit again. 

The Rossland Water and Light Co. 
bid was passed without amendment by 
the committee of the whole and read a 
third time. 

Committee work on the early closing 
of shops bill was completed with a few 
verbal amendments and report made. 
The third reading will come on to-day. 

His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor 
then entered the house, and having tak- 
en the Speaker's chair, the clerk, Mr. 
Fell, announced His Honor's assent to 
the Jurors Act in the words. "In Her 
Majesty's name, His Honor the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor doth assent to this bill," 
and the same became law. 

The act regarding the qualification of 
the members for the Sandon city coun- 
cil then passed its third reading without, 
comment. 

There was a general turning of chairs 
as the Melnnes labor bill was reached. 
Its father was about to introduce the 
measure when Mr. McPhillips asked 
whether it were in order or not. The bill 
affecting as it did the hours of labor and 
the kind of workmen to he employed in 
so long a list of works might be taken to 
be as in restriction of trade, and if it 
were such would be beyond the powers of 



the assembly. 

Mr Melnnes considered that that 
point should be decided in the courts and 
not there. 

Hon. Mr. Prentice suggested that it 
further affected the prerogative of the 
crown in limiting the hours of labor of 
the crown's servants. 

Numerous authorities were quoted, 
and at last Mr. Speaker Booth ruled that 
the bill was out of order mi the grounds 
suggested by Hon. Mr. Prentice. From 
this decision Mr Melnnes appealed, but 
the chair was sustained upon the follow- 
ing division:

Mr. Melnnes then pressed for a ruling 
on Mr. McPhillips' objection, viz., that 
the bill wtis one in restraint of trade. 
Mr. Pooley urged, however, that this was 
out. of order and suggested that Mr. Me- 
lnnes reintroduce his measure without 
the clauses which hail proved so fatal. 
This Mr. Melnnes did later on. 

The Investment and Loan Societies 
Amending Act was read a second time; 
and the Mortgagees Costs Act hail come 
up for like treatment when Mr. Hunter 
intervened with tones of protest. The 
members had come to this session, he 
said, to pass the estimates and go 
home, and yet bills like this lawyers' 
costs mutter were being introduced 
daily. It was the time of harvest, and 
2ti members wanted to go, but these 
matters, which would. do just as well 
next winter. Otherwise the present 
session would run on Into October, ami 
the parliament would sit six months out 
of the twelve. It would be a good tiling 
for the country to have this lawyers' 
bill withdrawn. 

Mr. Will followed in similar strain, 
and urged as a bare protest that if the 
bill wore not withdrawn it lie voted 
down. A good deal had been boa nl of 
this fancied agreement that the oppo- 
sition talked about, but whether or no, 
the government should be careful ami 
not allow the house to be troubled with 
bills about lawyers' costs ami loan com- 
panies and voting machines. These 
were all down, but he had yet to learn 
that the people were pining for voting 
machines. Many of them had had quite 
enough of voting majters for several 
years, and would hi' found ready to for- 
get the subject. Again, this was no 
ordinary session, and until it ended the 
work of the departments could not go 
on, nor could the work which was so 
much needed througi^uit the country. 
If the session dragged on too long the 
rains would come, and public works 
could not be prosecuted. He would 
vote against the bill. 

Mr. Eherts suggested that the measure 
be withdrawn, and after slight objection 
Mr. McPhillips assented, and the house 
granted the requisite leave. 

The adjourned debate upon Mr. 
Helmcken's labor resolution was then 
resumed at the point where Mr. Me- 
lnnes' anti-Chinese amendment came in. 
To this amendment Mr. Helmcken ob- 
jected. However much he might sym- 
pathize in its sentiment, he did not think 
it should he tagged ,£>n to everything, 
and ns it bad no connection with the 
subject of his motion, and there was al- 
ready a standing resolution of the bouse 
to cover its end, he would not consent 
to its being tagged to bis resolution. 

Mr. Speaker waited for some time 
called the question twice, then at tin 
request of a member read the amend 
ment, called the question three times

and no one rising, rang the division bell. 

But Mr. Brown wanted to speak on 
the subject, and persisted that advan- 
tage bad been taken of him. 

The opposition appeared to have been 
desirous of catching a vote upon the 
single amendment, but on Mr. Brown 
pressing for a chance to speak, the 
house consented to the renewal of the 
debate, anil as it turned out, gave 
chance for the introducing of a second 
amendment, thus spoiling the catch- 
vote. 

Mr. Brown spoke for some time upon 
provincial rights, and then reminded the 
government members from Vancouver 
and Hon. Mr. McBride of their pre- 
election pledges. Tliese he hoped that 
they would now keep, as 00 per cent, of 
the people of the province- were behind 
them. 

Mr. McPhillips spoke nt some length 
upon the constitutional aspect of the 
question, and severely attacked the Ot- 
tawa government for only adding $50 
to the Chinese entry tax. He tin ft 
pointed to the effect of the policy of the 
opposition regarding this matter upon 
the development of the country. Such 
a policy, hampering ja every direction, 
would, he claimed, seriously retard all 
progress, and in face of lion. Mr. Mills' 
threat, they would do well not to em- 
barrass private bills with such an 
amendment as this. In its place be 
would move: 

" That if any provincial aid be granted 
in the way of contributions from the 
public funds of the province or a grant 
of crown lands in aid of any public 
undertaking, that any such aid or grant 
be conditional upon a contract being en- 
tered into by any such person or com- 
pany receiving aid or the grant of land, 
that no Chinaman or Japanese be em- 
ployed upon any such work or under- 
taking." ' 

Mr. Tatlow supportej this last amend- 
ment. He was glad to have Mr. Brown 
remind him of the election pledges, as 
they reminded him of the plank in Mr. 
Wilson's platform 011 which he hail 
been elected and which quite fitted in 
Mr. McPhillips' amendment. In Mr. 
Wilson's address they could rend: 
"What should be done in my opinion is: 
Let the legislature 111 all acts confer- 
ring speciaL privileges so frame the acts 
that the privileges are not conferred by 
the act itself, but the lieutennnt-gover- 
nor-in-eouncil is empowered to grant 
them on such terms and conditions as 
may be agreed upon. The question 
thus becomes one of simple contract be- 
tween the crown nnd the subject." 

Hon. Mr. McBride deprecated the gal- 
lery play of tlit? opposition members. 
This was a very serious question, but 
they by their daily references were drag- 
ging it into the dust. The government 
had been in power but six or seven 
weeks, but already more had been done 
than over before in this matter, as was 
shown in the message they had just 
received from the Japanese authorities. 
This was a result of the strong and 
stable policy or the government that 
had the good of the people at heart and 
enjoyed their confidence. It had been 
suggested at the opening of the session 
that if the government did not act on 
many questions the opposition would try 
to do so. And in accordance with this 
were these many attempts to embarrass 
the government. However, the govern- 
ment was too broad and considered the 
matter too seriously to be caught by this 
sort of chaff. He hoped that the house 
would treat this as a serious matter and 
not take it up for cheap notoriety's sake 
as men who were making a living out' 
of it. Should the present opposition 
amendment carry, its effect, upon the 
country might be most injurious, e. g. 
in the salmon canning business. The 
matter had not been well considered, 
however sincere they might he in their 
intentions. 

Mr. Garden wanted Mr. Brown to 

understand that in lfis election pledges 
he had promised to use his best judg- 
ment in all matters, and to that the 
Melnnes resolution did not commend it- 
self. He was sorry to hear Mr. Mc- 
Phillips state that in this matter they 
were powerless, as he held they could 
do a lot, and it might be well done, on 
the lines set forth by his colleague, Mr. 
Tatlow. 

Mr. Oliver thought from Hon. Mr. 
MeRrido's remarks that the United 
States congress should send their 
thanks to this government, as the Jap- 
anese message affected that country as 
well as Canada. 

Mr. Brown followed in an attack upon 
Hon. Mr. McBride, wjiom he accused of 
gallery play. 

Mr. Melnnes then made a fiery speech, 
accusing the government of a hedging 
policy and of attempting to shut off dis- 
cussion by all sorts of technicalities. 
They intended, 'however, in spile of all 
to keep at this matter. The subject 
would never be dropped. It could bo 
treated of under the head of contract 
and civil rights, as well as by provi- 
sions similar to the Natal Act. He 
doubted, however, whether the govern- 
ment wore sincere in the matter, and 
thought that they intended to do nothing 
with it tliis session. . 

Mr, Ralph Smith then said he wished 
to speak to the question, and the debate 
was adjourned and Jhe house, too, at 
5:59 p. in. 

NOTES. 

A large and influential deputation 



from Princeton waited upon the govern- 
ment yesterday morning, asking fin' 
considerable expenditures of government 
money in that neighborhood. Govern- 
ment buildings at Princeton, the road 
to Keremeos, and the famous Hope- 
Princeton wagon road are amongst the 
principal items of their budget. 

Of the amendments to the game law 
proposed by Mr. Melnnes the following 
are the most interesting points: Boys 
under 1(1 may not carry guns unless ac- 
companied by parents or guardians. 
Cold storage of birds during close season 
is prohibited. The power of the lleu- 
tenant-governor-in-council to open a sea- 
son in case of game absolutely protected 
is not to be exercised before September, 
1002. The penalties also have been in- 
creased, and a minimum amount of $25 
fixed for the line. 

QUESTIONS ANSWERED. 

Hon. Mr. Eherts replied to Mr. Me- 
lnnes' question as follows: 

1. What amount of fees and expenses 
are claimed by each of the arbitrators 
and the umpire in connection with the 
arbitration on the special rule under the 
Coal Mines Regulation Act, and what 
was the total cost of the said arbitra- 
tion? 

Answer:— According to the award of 
the arbitrators, that each side should 
pay its own arbitrator and half the 
costs of the umpire; the government has 
paid: F. W. MacCrady, umpire, 
$400.50; W. J. McAUnn. arbitrator on 
behalf of government, $669.75. The 
total cost of the arbitration is $2,331.75. 

Hon. Mr. Wells replied to Mr. Gil- 
mour's question as follows: 

1. What information has the govern- 
ment received in regard to dnmagedone 
by high water on the Eraser river this 
year? 2. Pops the government intend 
giving anv relief to the sufferers by 
stud high water; nnd if so, the nature 
of relief? 

Answer:— The government are taking 
steps to ascertain fully the nature and 
extent of damages done by the late 
freshet, and on receipt of complete re- 
ports the question of relief will be con- 
sidered,

Why was Mr. Thomas Wilson dis- 
missed from the horticultural board?

$200 per year, wore in force under the 
Liquor License Act. 1S00, on the 23rd 
day of April, 1000?

"No person who is unable to read this 
act and the British Columbia Railway 
Act shall be employed in the construe 
tion or operntion of the undertaking 
hereby authorized, under a penalty of $ 
per day for each nnd every such person 
so employed in contravention of this 
section, to be recovered on complaint of 
any person under the provisions of the 
Summary Convictions Act. Th's sec- 
tion shall not apply to or affect in any- 
way any person who is on the register 
of voters in any electoral district for 
the legislative assembly of British Col 
umbia. any Indian or person of Cauca 
sian blood." 

Mr. Brown has given notice of a 
clause which he proposes to add to the 
Crow's Nest Pass Tower and Light bill, 
reserving to the municipality the right 
to purchase the franchise.

Warren's Circus Plays at Tien 
T^ln While Chinese 8hell 
The City. 



All the while the siege of Tien Thin- 
so graphically described already in these 
columns — was going on. Warren's circus 
was performing in the beleaguered city. 
Victorians will rememher the aggrega- 
tion, under the management of Mr. Phief- 
fer, which played here on the corner of 
Douglas and Hillside avenue some fif- 
teen months ago or thereahouts. Accord- 
ing to news brought hy the steamer Ar- 
gyll, -which arrived here yesterday after- 
noon, it reached Tien Tsin in June, going 
up "with the Iluasinn troops from the 
coast, and what a time the Russians nnd 
the circus man had en route, according to 
tho story told hy Mr. Nils Moller, who, 
with his daughter, Mrs. Stradring, 
reached Shanghai on July G on the steam- 
er Mathilde. The Cossacks piled into the 
band -wagon and on top of the animal 
wagons, to rest their weary feet from the 
arduous march. On Juno 13 the circus 
got. oireiilars printed at flic office of the 
Pekiu and' Tien Tsin Times and the next 
da.,- "the biggest, best and most triumph- 
ant circus that had ever reached Tien 
Tsin, the most illustrious amusement en- 
terprise that ever hit the road— teeming 
■with new and sensational feats and up- 
roarious mirth" was ready for business. 
Their big tent was up in a vacant lot, 
the pink lemonade made and the peanuts 
roasted. There was no care for the best 
that the big Chinese "Long Tom" was 
pumping shells into the town. It was 
hard to dowiv the circus men. They 
showed all along during the fiiego and 
gave extra special performances after the 
relief.

Mr. Moller was standing, a 
few yards from the scene and witnessed 
it fully. The Sikh refusing to hold out 
his hands, the Cossack raised his gun and. 
shot him dead. Another Cossack caught 
a second Sikh and dragged him to the' 
sentry post in Consular road at the cor- 
ner of Victoria road.

Story of an Attempt to Capture 
Johannesburg That Failed. 

From the Montreal Gazette. 

Lieut. Stewart, of the Ottawa com- 
pany of the Royal Canadian Regiment, 
who was left on duty at Bloemfontein 
when Roberts started north, writes from 
Johannesburg July 2 ns follows: "I 
left Bloemfontein about twelve days ago 
and only caught the regiment yesterday. 
\\ e came along witli a convoy, and as 
there were three officers, including my- 
self, we had n pleasant trip. You have 
no idea how hard it is to find even a 
division of 10,000 men when they are 
on the move. After we crossed the 
Jaol, Which we did only a day behind 
Lord Roberts, the convov we were with 
had orders to push strnigbt on to Jo- 
hannesburg, which we heard had fallen, 
\\e did this to the letter, as we passed 
the army in the night and made straight 
for the town, which «&is then full of 
Boers. We had got within two milt* 
of the city when we were fired on, and 
could see the Boers trying to get around 
behind us to cut us off. We then saw 
the mistake we bad made, got the con- 
voy turned around, which took some 
time, as there are IS oxen to n wagon, 
and we had 10 wagons, ami started 
back as hard as we could go, with the 
Boers after us. Wo managed to get 
away all the wagons but one— the Inst— 
which was captured, and as luck would 
have it, that wagon contained all Lieut 
Pelletier'a baggage, so that you see we 
bad a close shave, We have had great 
fun since talking about ten wagons with 
only two men with rifles trying to cap- 
ture Johannesburg a day before it sur- 
rendered to Lord Roberts. Our convoy, 
however, was in the^procession headed 
by Lord Roberts, which entered the city 
the morning it surrendered, so that al- 
though wo missed our engagement, our 
regiment was in on the 20th of May, 
we had n little engagement of our own 
and entered the town with the main 
army." ~~ 



EASY TRAVELLING 

The Travelling Sidewalk at the Paris 
Exposition. 

From Fngineoring Magazine. 

The traveling sidewalk, al the Paris 
Exposition, while by no means new in 
conception, is here carried out on a far 
larger scale than ever before attempted. 
Fxtneding for a length of 3.4 kilometres 
around the quadrilateral formed by the 
Rue Filbert, the Quui d'Orsay. the'Ave- 
nue de la Bourdonnais, and the Avenue 
do In Motte-Pirjuet, it forma n continu- 
ous connection between the main portoins 
of the exposition. The mechanical oper- 
ation is very simple, thanks to the ease 
wiih which power may be electrically dis- 
tributed. It is understood that the innin 
platform of 2 metres width travels at the 
highest speed, S kilometres per hour, 
while the auxiliary platform, of about the 
width, travels at half the speed, tho third 
platform remaining stationary. At every 
200 metres there is placed beneath the 
platforms an electric motor, there being 
172 motors in all, these being partly of 
the Alioth type and partly of the Weflt- 
inc house. The motors operate shafts 
extending across the framework, these 
shafts carrying driving-wheels of two 
sections of the platforms. The motors, 
being carried upon spring suspensions, are 
held up against the mils driven by them 
with a uniform pressure, so that unne- 
cessary friction is avoided, and in prac- 
tise the whole operates remarkably well, 
there being very little or no jarring or ir- 
regularity, 

It is especially interesting to observe 
the ease with which all persons, old and 
young, of either sex, mount and descend 
from the platform, and oven tho brief 
experience which has been had already 
shows how entirely practicable the sys- 
tem is.

BOOTLESS TIIOOPS. : 

Why the Men in South Africa Are Bare- 
Footed. 

From the London Dally Mall. 

Unreadiness— once ngaiu unreadiness— 
that turns out to be the explanation of 
tho fact that soldiers in South Africa 
have to go barefooted. 

"A year ago," said a government olll- 
cial to a Daily Mail representative, 
"when everyone knew well that this 
country was likely to be involved in war, 
the government store of boots in Timlico 
was unready to provide boots tor an 
army. 

"The war office bad no excuse for being 
unprepared. It knew perfectly well, not 
only that, a large stock of boots would be 
wanted, but it? knew the quality and tho 
quantity of boots demanded for a cam- 
paign in South Africa. 

"It knew, for example, from experi- 
ence during tho Egyptian campaign, that 
sewn boots are no use in that dry, sandy 
climate. So it substituted screws for 
stitches. Also it knew that in certain 
instances the life of a boot was only 
three weeks. That hnppened to more 
than one pair of boots in the Atbara af- 
fair. 

"With that knowledge in its posses- 
sion," he continued, "and the South Af- 
rican war-cloud overhead, the war olli 
ought to have had millions of pairs of 
boots at Phnlico. But, as u matter 
fact, no especial effort was made, and 
very large number of additional contract- 
ors was employed. 

"As a consequence there was a rush all 
over England to any and every town 
where hoots are produced to increase the 
fate of production. At this moment war 
office emissaries are rushing everywhere 
to find new contractors." 

"We are producing," said Mr. Blair, 
the government inspector of boots at Pirn- 
lico, "some 25,000 pairs of boots everv 
week, and that has been the case since 
the war began. If you figure it out, vou 
will find that allows every man in 'th 
army in South Africa four pairs of 
boots, and gives him a new pair everv 
two months. On the average that ought 
to he enough, even (hough hoiiip bl 
wear out in a shorter period. 

"My impression is that the transport 
facilities are inadequate."

Ami now the Fire Tables of the 
New York Chronicle remind us that the 
losses to proprietors last year in America 
were $153,5117,000, of which the insur- 
ance companies paid .$92,GS3,715. The 
enormous sum of 2,000 millions of dollars 
represents the sum of the loss that the 
thrifty have suffered by fire in five and 
twenty years. .And yet there are many 
in the states who cry out against tile lire 
underwriters. "When the trim character 
of the demagogues is found out," says 
the Chronicle, "effective measures will 
probably be taken to punish the negligent, 
careless and incendiary. When all this 
happens the fire insurance companies will 
be recognized as "of the people, by th 
people and for the people," and while the 
lire insurance men may not wear any 
more diamonds than they do now nor 
smoke any better cigars, they will reco 
nine what an influence they can wield as 
a body, will take an active interest in 
politics, figure in the local primaries 
quarrel les entnong themselves and trust 
each other more. The time is coming 
and that soon when the business men of.

NEW FIELD dUN.- 

It Will Have a Non-ltecoil Feature and 
a New Breech Mechanism. 

A new field gun for tho United States 
army lias been adopted by the bureau 
of ordnance, says the New York Sun, 
and orders for 200 will be placed within 
11 short time. One hundred of this 
number will be given to ordnance firms 
in the United States, and the remainder 
will be manufactured at the government 
arsenal at Wntervliet. The .new gun is- 
the result of considerable experiment 
and investigation, and is really nn im- 
proved 3.2-luch, of which 84 arc now in 
the service. It will have a non-recoil 
feature and a new breech mechanism 
designed by John W. Stockett, draughts- 
man of the ordnance bureau. Instead 
of being 3.2 inches il; will be only threo 
inches, and will tire a projectile weigh- 
ing 10 pounds. While the gun will have 
the non-recoil feature, it is to be so con- 
structed that the present service car- 
riages can be used. Speaking of the 
new gun, Gen. BuUtngton said: 

"The ordnance department of the nrmy 
has watched with interest the various 
experiments made abroad, and has con- 
ducted similar experiments at its own 
proving grounds. As a result of these 
experiments it has determined upon a 
gun and carriage for service which will 
have the non-recoil feature, but tho car- 
riage can also be used like the present 
service ones. These guns und carriages 
can be manufactured in this country 
and can be mipplied to the service much 
more rapidly than any purchased abroad, 
and will have the following characteris- 
tics: Calibre of gun, 3 inches; length 
of piece, 89.2 inches; weight of gun, 
SOo pounder, weight of gun and car- 
riage, 2,105 pounds; weight of limber 
and ammunition, 1,753 pounds; weight 
per horse, 053 pounds; - number o£ 
rounds carried in limber, 45; -weight of 
projectiles, 15 pounds; initial velocity 
of, projectile, 1,725; energy of projec- 
tile per pound of gun, 800 foot-pounds; 
energy of projectile per pound of giui 
and carriage, 320 foot-pounds; potential 
energy transported per horse, 115,500 
foot-pounds."

THE CUTWORM . 

Methods For "Killius" the Pest When 
Ho Gets Into the Trees. 

The following excerpts from a letter 
dated July 31, to the deputy minister of 
agriculture from Dr. Fletcher, are pub- 
lished for general information: 

"Lettord similar to those sent to you 
are also coming in to me, but the excel- 
lent leaflets and articles in newspapers 
-which you have distributed so promptly, 
will, I have no doubt, prevent enormous 
loss to the farmers of British Columbia. 
An the cutworms have changed then- 
habits and are now crawling up into the 
fonage and on to fruit trees, dry appli- 
cations will also be useful, but I fear 
that there will be few of the necessary 
implements for distributing dry iwwders 
to be had in your province. Low plants 
can be dusted with a mixture of one 
pound of Paris green in 20 pounds of 
Hour, sifted hardwood ashes, or even line 
dust, land plaster, or any other perfectly 
dry diluent, by putting half a pound in a 
small cheese cloth bag. If this is held 
over the plants and struck with a light 
stick n sullicient quantity may easily be 
distributed to cover the whole plant. If 
this is done when the dew is upon it, it 
will of course protect the t>lnut better on 
account of its adhering to the leaves. 

"With regard to Mr. Berrow's letters 
you are quite right aud lie is certainly in 
error. The butterfly of which he sends 
the wings is the imported small white 
•Cabbage Butterfly, pieris rapae. I am 
very much interested in seeing the speci- 
men, as I had no idea that this insect had 
as yet reached the coast. The farthest 
<'ast record was ICaslo, from which place 
it was reported last year by .Mr. Cockle.- 
The catterpillars of this butterfly are 
much smaller and bright green, exactly 
like the leaves of a cabbage; moreover, 
their food is most restricted to members 
of the cruci ferae, the ouly other excep- 
tions to this rule which I can recollect 
offhand are mignonette, garden nastur- 
tiums, and cleome. Peridronia eaucia on 
the other hand is n gray moth, of which 
I will try and send you a specimen to- 
morrow. I am almost positive of the 
identity of the species, but of course 
I here are so many species of these noc- 
tlihls that I might be mistaken." 

The specimen of Peridroma sauola of 
which Dr. Fletcher speaks was received 
in a rather dilapidated condition, but suf- 
ficiently perfect for recognition. It is to 
'be seen at the department of agriculture.

President S. II. Graves, of the White 
1'ass and Yukon Hallway, and Manager 
Hawkins, arrived at White Horse in time 
to be present at the driving of the golden 
spike on July 81, which secured the last 
piece of rail. They were there too, for the 
opening of the Hue on the day following. 
In an Interview at Skagway, Mr. Graves 
said : 

"There Is much business la sight, I 
was told while on the Sound, for Dawson, 
by the Skagway gateway, and we are pleas- 
ed to now announce that we were never 
better equipped to handle traffic. Whereas 
It took eight or ten days to go from Skag- 
way to White Horse with freight a year 
ago, we cau now cover the same distance 
and avoid the dangers of the White Horse 
rapids lu as many hours. 

"With the lnrge llect of steamers plying 
on the Yukon in connection with the road 
we feel the service given now Is quite com- 
mensurate with the demands of the field. 
There is no present Intention of build- 
ing beyond White Horse, as we consider 
we are now In a position to give the puh- 
llc a first-class service. Should experience 
demonstrate that It can be Improved In any 
respect, we stand ready nnd willing to do 
so. We desire to see the country develop- 
ed to Its maximum. The mines of the Klon- 
dike, I believe, will yield an increase for 
years, and the American camps farther 
down the river seem to promise well. All 
create markets, and w hope to ses. 1 them 
develop. Skagway, It appears to me, Is the 
logical point for a smelter should one bo 
needed here, and there are indications that 
one may. The railroad has made Skagway, 
and It desires to help the port all it can. 
The Atlin mines, I thluk, will be producers 
for ninny years. However, the fact that 
Jumping still continues, makes capital 
chary of the field. What Is needed there 
is a permanent Judge, a man who will 
settle cases of Jumping quickly. Capital 
does not like to Invest where there Is a 
dispute as to title. However, It will gradu- 
ally find entrance to Atlin, I feel. The gold 
that is coming from the Klondike now Is 
one of the greatest advertisements the 
north lias ever bad. The day of hard luck 
stories about the Klondike is past. Now it 
Is the golden story of the much prized 
harvest of nuggets. These stories go broad- 
cast over the laud and they have their 
effect. 

"If a half million to a million dollars of 
gold be shipped from New York any day 
the leading Journals there take up the mat- 
ter with great Interest and draw out the 
point that the country Is being drained of 
gold or something of the kind. And now 
there comes out of the Klondike millions 
lifter millions Into the States each year. It 
certainly has Its effect on the land In a 
most significant financial way. Truly, this 
Is a great country, and the world, although 
luivlng gotten over the excitement from the 
sudden burst of the discovery, Is realizing 
the stability of the region. 

"The big printing company that is put- 
ting out our new railroad folders in Chi- 
cago cannot print them as fust as the public 
demands them. It is wonderful. They 
are complete with maps and data, and the 
first we have gotten out for which there 
has been such a call. 

"The company has never contemplated 
the putting on of steamers between Skag 
way and the Sound, and has adhered to a 
policy not to antagonize Invested capital, 
lint In our own Held we wish to be alive 
to necessities of service." 

Regarding the agitation at Skagway for 
the repealing of the bonding privileges, Mr. 
Graves says: 

"The privileges whereby Canada ships 
goods through Skagway to the British- 
Yukon gold field was granted by Congress 
In what was termed the Alaska Act, passed 
in Canada gave the United States 

the Tight to ship goods in bond through 
the Canadian territory of the upper Yukon 
to American points on the lower Yukon. 
The United States reciprocated by the 
above mentioned act of congress, giving 
Canada the right to bond goods through 
American territory. 

"I cannot see why Skagway merchants 
now want the bonding privilege repealed. 
Were it repealed they would not be gainers 
nt ienst for any length of time. It Is said 
Skagway would get wholesale houses, but 
it must be reniemfered Seattle is right back 
of her, and sure to reach for her trade. 

"In fact, the goods going through this 
port nre not to such a great extent Cana- 
dian. Many of them nre of American 
manufacture. As duties are computed on 
the cost at the boundary, Including the 
Height, the duties nt the border of the 
northern states must be less than those at 
this border, hence American goods are 
entered at Victoria or Vancouver In prefer- 
ence to Skagway. 

"Another matter Skagwnynns should 
consider Is the important fact that If they 
succeed In getting congress to close the 
port, they would only bo inviting the Can- 
adians to build an all-Canadian railroad to 
the Yukon. Such a rond would at least 
divide the business. Skagway certainly 
does not want the business divided. 

"If this were a Canadian port, of course 
nil the traffic would come this way, and 
another road to the Yukon would be out of 
the question. This Is the natural route, 
nnd by It should the traffic move- to the 
north. ' 

"Skagwayans are mating,- 1 'think", n great 
mistake. In opposing the bonding of goods 
through the port to Yukon." 



BUSINESS DEPRESSIONS. 

They Are Founded On the Condition of 
the Iron Trade. 

From Engineering Magazine, 

If the whole industrial system is shak- 
en, what is more natural than to look for 
the cause in the foundation of that sys- 
tem? If anyone doubts that iron is the 
foundation of all modern industries, let 
him imagine what the world would be 
to-dav without it. What it would be if 
we depended upon wood, stone, copper 
nnd tin for our implements of agriculture, 
tools, machinery, vehicles of transporta- 
tion on land and sea. the vast net work 
of rails on the surface and of pipes which 
cany water, gas and sewerage under the 
surface. What proportion of these could 
have existed without it V It matters lit- 
tle what its price is, provided that price 
is stable. The industries of the world 
depend upon the actions of individuals. 
When each individual considers an ex- 
penditure for a permanent improvement 
and finds that improvement will cost oil 
per cent, to 1(111 per cent, more than it 
would have done a year before, or is like- 
ly to a year later, he acts, ami that ac- 
tion is almost invariably to postpone that 
improvement. 

This, in a nutshell, is I lie reason that in- 
dustrial depressions follow an abnormal 
advance in pig-iron.

the Canadian exhibit at Paris. The larg 
hall is the shape of the letter "L," and 
can be reached by mounting the wide 
staircase lending from the second lloor of 
the main pavilion. The exhibits have 
been tastefully and intelligently placed, 
and : great deal of cure and thought has 
been shown in the arrangement of them, 
so that they can be seen to advantage by 
the visitors without any trouble. The 
Toom is bright and inviting, and the im- 
pression made on entering this depart- 
ment is very favorable. Some excellent 
photographs of leading men of Canada 
decorate the walls. 

The exhibition principally covers prim- 
ary, secondary, university aud special 
education. Five provinces only are 
among the exhibitors, Quebec, Ontario, 
Manitoba, Nova Scotia and British Col- 
umbia. 

The Ontario exhibit consists of several 
very handsome photographs of university 
and school buildings, a series of framed 
statistical reports — which greatly inter- 
ested the jurors when inspecting this sec- 
tion; a collection of very important class 
books, which are used in the public 
schools, and a number of administrative 
reports. Manitoba and British Columbia 
have sent photographs of educational 
buildings and reports on public instruc- 
tion. Nova Scotia has also sent photo- 
graphs and the books used iti their high 
schools. 

The province of Quebec has undoubt- 
edly the largest educational exhibit, con- 
sisting of photographs of the universities 
and all the schools.

of School Commissioners. This consists 
of twelve large folding cabinets, built 
into the wall of the Educational Court, 
showing the work of the scholars in the 
different grades of writing and drawing. 
Too much cannot be said in praise of 
this exhibit; it is decidedly one of the 
best features of the educational court, 
and the arrangement of the cabinets has 
been complimented many times. 

An immense book-case containing a 
complete collection of Canadian literaturo 
and an imposing array of legal volumes, 
including the government ollicial reports, 
adorns the centre of the hall. This forms 
the largest exhibit of Canadian literature 
that has ever been shown, and should not 
fall to' he interesting to all Canadians. 
Messrs. Granger Frerea and C. Theoret, 
of Montreal, editors, have worked hard 
to give visitors some idea of what Can- 
ada cau show in the way of literature. 
The books, are well presented and their 
classification and arrangement, is very 
good, The jurors expressed their satis- 
faction on this point when visiting the 
department.
